At the end of fiscal year 2021, the total 
outstanding debt was $30,896,184 held 
in bonds, notes, other loans, and capital 
leases. The majority of Roane County 
debt is fixed rate with less than 5% in 
variable rate debt. The interest to 
service this debt is $963,988, which is 
3.12% of the total debt.
